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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on 26 April 2007. These drawings are acceptable. Please 
note when submitting drawings applicant should label the drawings i.e. New or Substitute and a 
brief description of the drawing must be included in the Specification. 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). Misnumbered claims 1 and 2 
have been renumbered 2 and 3 . Note: Original claim 1 has been cancelled. New claims 1 and 2 
have been renumbers 2 and 3 respectively. 

3. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Each claim should 
begin with a capital letter and end with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims 
except for abbreviations. See Fressola v. ManbecL 36 USPQ2d 1211 (D.D.C. 1995) . Where a 
claim sets for a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation, 37 CFR 1.75(i). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for. patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brown 
(4,612,713). 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, Brown discloses an insert for use in athletic shoes. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 26 April 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As indicated above when submitting drawings applicant should label the drawings 
i.e. New or Substitute and a brief description of the drawing must be included in the 
Specification. 

The claims as presented are apparatus type claims, these claims require structural 
elements. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
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difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In the instant case, it does not distinguish over the prior art 
of record.
